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17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior und/or exterior) 


The Randall Scofield House has a three-bay “front with a right entry. 
The entry, which has later detailing, is protected by a one-story 
screened-in Tuscan-columned porch. Windows” ; have narrow 
molded surrounds; 6-over-l sash predominates. The attic has a 
single wide rectangular light with border-pane glazing. The 

molded cornice has a partial return. On the left elevation is a 
2-and-1/2 story ell, on the right is a small hip-roofed one-story 
bay extension. 


Although it has been considerbly changed by the addition of modern 
siding and other alterations, the Randall Scofield House retains its 
Greek Revival character. The gable-to-street orientation, relatively 
broad profile, and rectangular attic light, are common Greek 

Revival features. The basic plan and massing of Greek Revival 
houses were intended to suggest the proportions of a classical 
temple. 


Little could be discovered about Randall Scofield, the early or ori- 
ginal occupant of the house.
